from $10 to $12 per acre; with 
some 55-65 miles of river chan- 
nel, from 650 to 706 acres would 
probably be sprayed in total. 

In the possible 90 days of sum- 
mer and fall before rain in any 
appreciable amount can be ex- 
pected, it is estimated that an 
additional 500 acre feet of water 
would flow in the Tule river 
channels as a result of defolia- 
tion.

Whether Betty and Billy Cali- 
fornia are really absorbing the 
learning offered them at our 
public schools is a tough one to 
answer, just now. Under a law 
enacted at our recent session, it 
will goon be possible to get some 
objective ideas as to the success 
of teaching in our elementary 
and secondary schools. 

At ‘the 1958 special session, 
the Legislature established a 
citizens’ advisory commission to 
make an intensive investigation 
of the quality of education of- 
fered by all our California school 
districts, and to recommend 
means of improving it to meet 
needs of the space age. For two 
years, this commission worked 


Tak 


clésely with a joint legislative 
education committee. 

One of the important matters 
to be taken up by these cooper- 
ating groups was the choice of 
the best metnod by which to 
judge the quality of instruction 
in our public schools. There was 
not much dispute that the ob- 
viously logical method was to 
test the pupils themselves, in or- 
der to determine how much they 
learned. But at this point, agree- 
ment ceased. It took months of 
discussion and patient compro- 
mise before details of a proced- 
ure acceptable to the majority 
could be worked out. 

One of the basic factors even- 
tually agreed upon was that 
“achievement” and “intelli- 
rence’ are two different, though 
related, elements in the learning 
process. Adequate testing of re- 
sults in schooling require that 
both. be evaluated. Assording- 
ly, the new law covers both types 
of tests. For its purpose ‘‘achieve- 
ment tests” are defined as those 
which test performance of pupils 


.in courses of study. ‘“Intelli- 


gence. tests’’ are those which 
measure the scholastic aptitudes 
of pupik. 

Another matter over which 
there was long debate was as to 
whether only one. set of tests 
should be given on a statewide 
basis, or whether a series should 
be adopted, from which individ-

ual school districts could select. 
as long as all fields of instruc- 
tion are covered. A third topic 
was the amount of publicity, if 
any, which should be permitted 
for test results either of in- 
dividual pupils, or separate 
schools. 

The problems involved in these 
and other similar areas were 
pretty well resolved by the time 
legislation- relating to statewide 
testing in the public schools was 
offered for our consideration at 
our 1961 session. Therefore, it 
was possible for sponsors of the 
measure to move it successfully 
through to final enactment with- 
out too much difficulty. 

This new law first requires 
testing of both achievement and 


intelligence for all pupils in. 


every school district in the State, 
except in junior colleges. Under 
it, the state board of education 
is given the responsibility of de- 
veloping and certifying an ap- 
proval list of tests in both fields, 
which list may be changed as 
necessary. The school boards of 
larger districts, or county board 
of education for small districts, 
may select from the alternatives 
given in both fields the tests 
to be used in the schools for 
which they have jurisdiction. 
The state superintendent of 
public instruction may request 
the results of any test made un-

High priced bonus 
babes are paid by both the farm 
club and the parent major league 
that signed them. The farm 
club can carry a limit of 18 play- 
ers and the parent club pays all 
the costs of the 18th player, the 
other 17 are the responsibility of 
the farm club. Over the course 
of the season Hemand says that 
the Angels would probably pay 
out $20-$30 thousand to the 
minor league club. 

The feeling is that if a minor 
league club in Porterville can 
draw 30,000 it can break even. 
The class C farm clubs are now 
playing a 140 game schedule, 
which means that they would 
have 70 games at home and a 
like number on the road. To 
break even a Porterville club 
would have to average 428.6 
paying customers per home 
game. We think that a good 
ball club could do it at the mu- 
nicipal park, which seats 2,200.

Mr. He- 
mond also stated that the dress- 
ing rooms are adequate, but are 
nothing to write home about. 

We expressed the feeling to 
the Angel farm director that 
baseball could be a success in 
Porterville if we had a winner 
or a near winner. In reply Mr. 
Hemond said, ‘‘No one can guar- 
antee a winner, but, the Angel 
farm system is small and we are 
concentrating on quality. We 
are not keeping ballplayers that 
are on their way down. We are 
only fooling with major league 
prospects. In operating in this 
manner we feel that we can 
come closer to offering a win- 
ner.”

If your trees aren't fit for 
a dog, we have several that 
are. They are in cans for plant- 
ing anytime regardless of sea- 
son or temperature and are 
guaranteed to grow. If you have 
admired the red leaf plum or 
yearned for a beautiful tree 
wisteria, then come by and 
have a look. 

There are several tall nar- 
row growing trees for hiding 
power poles such as magnolia, 
pines, or Carolina cherry. 
There are also short, fat ones 
like fruitless mulberry and 
carob for shade. Many unusual 
trees are in stock if you're 
brave enough to try something 
different. 

Any trees you already have 
should be watered deeply at 
least once a week and fertil- 
ized occasionally out away 
from the trunk at the edge of 
the foliage. If in a lawn the 
food should be put in holes 
about a foot deep so the grass 
can't get it all. 

Ant poisons, mosquito 
sprays, and other household 
insect controls are in great 
demand. Chlordane remains 
the best for ants and you may 
borrow our duster or sprayer to 
distribute it under and around 
the house. This is guaranteed 
to keep every type of insect 
except the neighbors’ kids from 
bothering you -- can be done 
for only a dollar or two.
